Outdated alcohol 
laws just don’t work 


W te are tempted to say Can¬ 
ada’s dated liquor laws 
are driving Canadian 
businesses and consumers to drink. 

But the reality is this country’s 
patchwork system of federal and 
provincial rules, regulations and taxes 
is gouging consumers and stifling 
innovation and job creation in a 
billion dollar industry. 

The system isn’t working and has to 
change. 

In Ontario the provincial mark-up 
on wine quietly went up Monday. 
“Most shoppers have no idea just how 
much of the price of wine is actually 
going towards federal and provincial 
taxes, or that there is an LCBO 
markup tax of 67.5% for Ontario 
wine,” said Christine Van Geyn, the 
Ontario rep for the Canadian Taxpay¬ 
ers Federation. “We have an award 
winning wine industry here in 
Ontario, but the government seems to 
be trying to drive shoppers away with 
these high taxes and constant tax 

All across the country, taxes are 
increasing on the price of alcohol. 
They’re too high and they need to go 

But taxes are not the only problem. 
Trade barriers that should have been 
history long ago are causing head¬ 
aches for small businesses and 
consumers alike. 

Last week, the Senate Committee on 


Banking, Trade and Commerce 
released a list of the 10 most absurd 
trade barriers in the country. Two of 
them were about alcohol. 

“Only British Columbia, Manitoba 
and Nova Scotia allow direct-to-con- 
sumer wine shipments,” they note as 
the third biggest blunder. Fifth place 
goes to: “Beer bottle size standards 
differ across jurisdictions, forcing 
some brewers to spend money on 
parallel production systems if they 
want to sell to other parts of the 
country.” 

These are just two examples of 
government hindering instead of help¬ 
ing local businesses and consumers 
connect. 

Dan Albas, the British Columbia MP 
for Central Okanagan-Similkameen- 
Nicola, is a well-known champion of 
modernizing Canada’s alcohol policies 
and a common sense critic of the 

“It’s denying people, especially 
local craft breweries, artisan distill¬ 
ers and small family wineries, the 
ability to sell their products outside 
of their own provinces,” says Albas. 

“Or if they do they force them to go 
into a system that’s very expensive and 
the costs are passed on to the consum-

Tell them more taxes and red tape 
won’t solve their spending addictions.
